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TRIBUTE 

On our return from the Thanks- 
giving holidays, we were informed 
that after eleven o'clock there would 
be no classes, and that we were to re- 
main quietly on the hill during the 
afternoon, in order that we might 
honor the memory of one — E. Lee 
Trinkle. 

Since that time there have been 
a number of our out-of-state girls 
who have asked questions concern- 
ing the dismissal of classes, and the 
man whose funeral was held that day. 

To those of us in Virginia the 
name E. Lee Trinkle has long been 
familiar. Even before his election as 
governor of the Commonwealth in 
1922, he had served the state and his 
county in many public capacities. He 
conducted a most successful proctice 
in law, and w T as also associated with 
his brother in business. 

At the time of his death, he was 
in addition to be ng president of the 
Shenandoah Lifo Insurance Com- 
pany, Chairman of the State Board of 
Education. Tho not engaged in pol- 
itics as actively a3 in the past, he still 
took a prominent part in Virginia af- 
fairs. In fact it was said of him that 
"he knew more Virginians personal- 
ly than any other man in the state 
save Governor Price." 

Mr. Trinkle was born in Wythe- 
ville, and attended Hampden-Sydney 
College, where he graduated in 1896. 
At college he managed the baseball 
and football teams, was manager of 
the annual, magazine, and glee club, 
and won the orator's, debater's and 
declaimer's medals. He graduated at 
the head of his class. 

In 1898 he graduated in law from 
the University of Virginia. He was 
the Moat Court prize, highest award 
of the law class, and was voted the 
most influencial man at the univer- 
sity by the students. At the State 
University he was also manager of 
the baseball team and the glee club, 
and was a member of Sigma Chi 
Social Fraternity, and Phi Delta Phi 
legal fraternity. 

During his governorship he pro- 
moted public education, did much for 
the economic side of Virginia's life, 
and strongly advocated the building 
up and publicizing of Virginia's 
potentialities and advantages. 

If he could have chosen the place 
for his death, one of his choices might 
have been just such a situation as 
that in which he died — in the midst 
of an educational meeting. For there 
is no man in the state of Virginia 
who had the education of its youth 
at heart than did E. Lee Trinkle. 

And so we joined Virginia in 
mourning one of her great.
